Plans are reported to be on foot 
among sheep raisers to establish 
in Vancouver a wool grading cen- 
tre similar to that functioning in 
Trenton, Ontario, where at present 
most of the wool business of Can- 
ada is conducted. An authority 
statern this would probably have the 
result of increasing the returns to 
the producer from 25 to 650 per 
cent. 


Although the automobile {s some- 
times said to be a rival to the rail- 
road, it gives the latter a great 
deal of traffic. The number of 
freight cars used by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for the transport 
of automobiles has doubled during 
the past five years, and the latest 
order of 800 new cars for the com- 
pany has just been completely 
filled. 


Trans-Atlantic records have bees 
made by two new vessels, the 
“Duchess of Bedford” and the 
“Duchess of Atholl,” the first twe 
of the new cabin class quartette to 
be built by the Canadian Pacific 
Bteamships. The former has just 
accomplished an eastbound voyage 
from Liverpool to Montreal in siz 
days, fourteen and a half hours, 
while her sister ship, enroute at 
the same time, made a westbound 
crossing from Montreal to Liver- 
pool in six days, 18 hours. 


The second school car operated 
jointly by the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the Ontario Depart- 
ment of Education has been issued 
from the Angus Shops, Montreal, 
for service in the district west of 
Fort William. The ear is a re 
modelled first class coach equipped 
like an up-to-date “little red school- 
house” with bright classroom, with 
blackboard, globe, school books, 
regulation desks, and #0 forth; a 
library for the use of students and 
adult visitors as well; and comfort- 
able living quarters for the teacher.

ISSUED BY DEPARTMENT OF 
AGRICLTURE SEPT 1, 1928 


Broken weather dbring” the first 
two weeks in Auguat retarded the 
cipening of ersps and delaye® harvest- 
ing a few days. ‘The warm weather 
of the past ten days has, however, 
vuen beneficial in drying the grain 
for cutting, and the ripening the late 
grains, and cutting is now general 
over the entire province, The Peace 
River country reports seventy-five 
per cent of the cutting done and 
threshing expected to be general by 
next week. Central and southern 
parts of the province report 25 to 30 
per cent of cutting done. Very little 
threshing has been done to date and 
no estimate can be made at the pres- 
ent time of the yield of the different 
grains. We do not anticipate, how- 
ever, any increase in total yield of 
wheat over that of 1927, The quali- 
ty of the grain being harvested 
throughout the province is good. 

Frostjs have occured in almost all 
parts of the province but these have 
been confined to small areas and the 
average percentage of damage from 
frost for the province will be small, 
not more than 10 per cent at the 
most, Hail damage has been heavy 
also in a few districts but the ever- 
age for the province will be less than 
last year. The per centage is esti- 
mated to be approximately 14 per 
cent of the insured acreage as a- 
gainst 17 per cent last year. The 
crop in general has been singularly 
free from disease and insect pests. 

Labor appears tp be plentiful 
throughout the province, wages run- 
ning fram $3.50 to $5.00 per day. 
Swathing machines and combines are 
being used more generally in the pro- 
vice than was the case last year and 
harvesting should go forward rap- 
idly,

Lost Prospector Found lee 


After Walking Aimlessly For 48 
Days, Is Rescued By Plane 

Lost forty-eight days, during 
which time he wandered aimlessly 
through the dense wooded country | 
north of The Pas, Andrew Taylor, 
local prospector, was found by) 
searchers near Burntwood Lake, and 
brought by aeroplane to The Pas. 

It was a harrowing story that Tay-| 
lor related to his rescuers. For | 
days he walked through the woods in 
the belief that he was on his way 
to settlement, only to find that he 
was hopelessly lost. 

Faced with starvation, he had 
killed frogs and eaten them, and at 
times when driven to desperation had 
relieved his hunger by consuming 
dead fish found on the surface of the 
river. 

Latterly, he found a few half) 
formed wild raspberries and then! 


stumbl!ed across a potato patch plant-| 
ed by an Indian. It was the uprooted | 
tubers seen by a wandering native 
that gave the first authentic clue to 
his whereabouts, 

He must have travelled 300 miles 
in a huge circle to reach Burntwood | 
Lake. 

The condition of the man when 
found by Fred Coleman, veteran 
prospector of Cobalt, Ont., and Capt. 
Kenyon, who piloted the Fokker} 
search ‘plane, betrayed the extreme 
hardship and suffering which he had 
endured during his wanderings. His 
Clothing was in tatters from pressing 
through dense underbrush, while bits 
of rags were bound around his feet | 
for protection against the rough 
treating.

000 tons. 

Incredible as this figure seems it 
was -not hard for Doctor Heyl to de- 
termine it, so long as he had the 
most_minutely accurate apparatus,
